Thinking, how- 
ever, that$he should have gone to For 
syth, he was worried for fear the people 
would thiak hardof him. Mr. Hammond, 
who is stationed at Forsyth, thought he 
should come there, and the change was 
made. He expressed liimseli perfectly sat- 
istied with this. 

THE THEORY OF TIE CASE. 


It is believed to be beyond doubt that the 
deceased was crazed. Ife has been for 
many years a snfferer from dyspepsia, and 
has suffered most acutely from this cause. 
It is well known that one of the common 
effects of such a thing is to drive its victim 
insane. 

Mr. Pledger has always been of peculiarly 
morbid temperament. He has always been 
either unduly happy or unduly depressed 
Melancholia was not too strong a name to 


apply to his depressed words. Dr. 
Park states that he treated Mr. 
Pledger for vellow fever in 


Savannah in 1854, and he thought then that 
he would lose his mind before long. He 
said that his mental condition was that of 
a thoroughly unbalanced man., Mr. Fore- 
man, at Washington, stated that he was 
fearful continually that he would kill him- 
self, when he was thereon his last visit, and 
we learn that Mr. Potter says that he de- 
tected signs of his not being Insound mind 
when he was in Augusta. His actions while 
in Atlanta will admit of no ¢onstruction 
but insanity. 

If any other evidence were wanted it is 
furnished in the terrific nerve with which 
the fatal dead was done. The appearance 
of the body shows that the deceased first 


TRIED TO CUT HIS JUGULAR VEIN 


by plunging the knife heldin his left hand 
into the neck nearly out the back of the 
head. He then evidently tried to pull it 
through the tough muscles to the front. 
Failing in this, after desperate efforts, as is 
proved by the jagged nature of the wound, 
he deliberately drew the knife out, and 
plunged it afresh into the soft part of the 
neck in front. Having driven it in to the 
hilt, he then drew it across to the other 
side completely severing the windpipe. 
The wound was a fearful one. Ir. Drake, 
the coroner, thinksthat after having made 
the first wound at the mantel-piece 
probably he walked across to the looking- 
glass and there selected the place in which 
to make the second wound, watching from 
the glass to see that his aim was true The 
knife was not at all asharp one, and must 
have been driven with fearful force. 
THE FUNERAL, ETC. 

Upon the first news being given to the 
city, many of his friends met at the Mark- 
ham hotise* and took charge of the- body. 
It was neatly dressed and shrouded, and 
taken to the residence of E, P, Chamber- 
in, where it remained through Sunday 
until the funeral. 

On Monday at 11 o’clock the fineral 
took place at the Trinity Methodist 
church, The services were condueted by 
Mr. Potter, who knew the deceased better, 
perhaps, than any other man. He paid a 
feeling tributé to the very good qualities of 
Mr. Pledger, and covered this act with the 
pall of charity. Mrs. Pledger was too sick 
toattend the funeral. but her uncle, Mr. 
Burt, and the little son of Mr. Pledger, 
came from Gainesville promptly, and were 
at the services,

TRE NEGRO EXODUS, 

The resolution introduced in the house 
by C. M. Shelley, of Alabama, provides for 
the creation of a commission of five, who 
shall have power to send for persons and 
papers, and to set during the recess, to in- 
vestigate the causes producing the present 
emmigration of the colored people from che 
south. Mr. Shelley said to-night: “The 
democrats of the south desire the fullest 
investigation of the charges made by un- 
principled politicians, that the causes of 
the imigration of the negroes trom Myussis- 
sippi last summer, and from North Caroli- 
na at the present time, are the cruelty and 
dishonesty of the white people, their neigh- 
bers and employers.”' He claims that the 


colored people of the southern 
states are mere prosperous and 
receive better treatment than the 
laboring classes «f any other section of 


the country; thatthe most amicable and 
pleasant relations exist between the people 
of the two races, and that the whole mouve- 
ment is simply produced and carried oa by 
politicians anxious to subserye their own 
interests. If, however, this view is incor- 
rect, he desires, in common with the other 
southern congressmen, that the true state. 
of the case may be disclosed, so that the 
malign misrepresentations freely circulated 
may be refuted by the facts. Mr. Shelley 
isa self-made man, an extensive :aiiroad 
and building contractor, and constantly 
employs hundreds of negroes, of whom 
there are ¥22.000 voters in his district, as 
against 8,000 white voters. He is intimate- 
ly acquainted with their character, feelings, 
affiliations and condition, He says that in 
lis district, which is largely devoted to the 
production of cotton, the colored people 
enjoy great. prosperity, are contented 
and industrious, and, if not unduly excited 
by politics, will, in a very short time, be- 
come valued citizens. They are on the most 
friendly terms with their white employers 
and neighbors, come to them continually 


for advice and assi<tance, and have no 
thought or intention of emigrating. He 


passed a night, on liis way to congress this 
fall, with a colored constituent who owns 
and cultivates a 500 acre farni, from which 
he exported 100 bales of excellent cotton 
this year, and who is as Coutented and in as 
good circumstances as any medium farmer 
in the north, and his is not an exceptional 
cause.

A communication has been received by

A CONGRESSMAN BADLY WANTER 


Two Young Ladies Drowned—Smith’s Pailure—A 
Steamer Ran Down—A Western Ruilroad

New Yorx, December 15.—A special from 
Paterson, N. J., says: The Bergen county 
grand jury has indicted Congressman 
Charles H. Voorhis, the late president of 
the First national bank of Hackensack, for 
the allegetl fraudulent irregularities in con- 
nection with that institution. Voorhis 
came home Wednesday evening and a war- 
rant was issued for his arrest but he could 
not be found. 

Two young ladies, May Williston, daugh- 
ter of Judge Williston, and Janie Watt 
daughter of ©. C. Watt, shipbuilder, of 
Newcastle, N. B., who were skating on the 
river yesterday, broke through at a weak 
spot.in the ice and were drowned. Their 
bodies have been recovered. 

Edward A. Smith, manufacturer of ci- 
gars at 87 Bowery, and president of the ci- 
gar manufacturers’ association, has failed. 
Liabilities $50,000; assets unknown. 

Last night the schooner Dexter, trading 
in the Chesapeake bay, was run down in 
the harbor by a convoy tug of the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad, The tug had in 
tow one of the barges with}laden cars for 
Locust Point when the collision occurred, 
The schooner went to the bottom with all 
the sails standing, Her crew were rescued, 

The Steamer Clyde ofthe Pacitic Mail 
steamship company from Nsw York bound 
for Aspinwall, was towed into Fortress Mon- 
roe to-day by the Steamer Blackstone,of the 
Miner transportation company with her 
propeller shaft broken and engine damaged. 

The schooner Arctic, Captain Garwood, 
from Philadelphia for Boston, loaded with 
coal, went ashore at Long Branch this morn- 
ing at ten o'clock, in front of East End ho- 
tel. She has broken in two, and both the 
vessel and cargo will prove a total loss. The 
crew were saved by the life saving service, 
but reached the shore in an exhausted con- 
dition. 

A Glasgow, Missouri, dispatch says that 
an express train of the Chicago and Alton 
railroad, passing through there at 4:10 yes- 
terday morning, ran into the rear of Con- 
ductor Locke s treight train near Gilliam, 
eight miles further west, smashing the en- 
gine and caboose up badly and throwing 
the other cars from the track.

A mafi named Sanders, who 
has been missing two weeks, it is feared 
shared the same fate, as a light lowered to 
the bottom of the shaft revealed a man’s 
leg and arm, 
LEADVILLE, Cor, December 15.—One of 
the most horrible assassinations ever re- 
corded in the history of Leadville, or the 
west, took place at the Tucson mine at 3 
o'clock Friday morning. The victim is Ed. 
Hendricks, the engineer, and the assassin is 
thought to be Robert J. Derry, an Arkansas 
murderer. An entrance was effected by 
means of the engine-room windows, and 
Hendricks was discovered shortly after- 
wards shot through the heart. The report 
of the weapon was not heard, per- 
haps owing to the fact of the noise 
made by the machinery. Hendricks had 
but one enemy in the world, Derry, and peo- 
ple began to inquire around as to who could 
have committed the deed, Search was at 
once instituted, and parties were dispatched 
to all of the mountain passes on the lookout 
for any suspicious-looking person. Shortly 
before noon a man called at the office of the 
sheriff, and, introducing himself as Robert 
J. Derry, stated that he had heard of the 
murder of Hendricks, and as he and de- 
ceased were not the best of friends he 
thought i proper to call and sur- 
render himself, and demand an exam- 
ination. He was taken into custody. 
Derry arrived in town buta few days ago, 
and has been keeping dark for some pur- 
pose or other, and public opinion is that he 
came back to kill Hendricks, and having 
accomplished his errand sarrendered hit- 
self as simply a blind. Derry is the man 
who killed Bill Davis, a gambler, in a quar- 
rel over a game of cards at Pine Bluff, 
Ark., ten months ago. He made his es- 
cape at that time and came here, found 
employment at the Tacson mine, where 
Hendricks was employed as engineer, 
and the latter recognized him. He had 
seen the announcement of the murder in 
the papers, and writing back to the Arkan- 
sas authorities ascertained that Derry was 
badly wanted, and that a heavy price was 
upou his bead. Communicating the fact to 
Sheriff Schaetfers the proper requisition pa- 
pers were obtained, and ows was arrested, 
That was about three mouths ago. He 
raved like a madman on that account and 
registerd an oath that he would kill Hen- 
dricks, who had given him away, at the 
first opportunity, even if it was rT years 
hence. The return to Arkansas was begun, 
the sheriff and Hendricks acting as guards. 
On reaching St. Louis Derry succeeded in 
making his eseape from the unio: depot, 
and Hendricks and the sheriff were obliged 
to return to this city. Derry went down to 
Pine Bluff and surrendered himself, and on 
his trial a few days ego, there being no wit- 
nesses for the state, was acquitted. He in- 
mediately returned here, and, it is held, 
put his threat inte execution by murdering 
Hendricks. The vigilantes bave the matter 
under advisement, and at the preliminary 
examination, 1f there ean be a shadow of 
evidence adduced as to his complicity, he 
will be hung from the nearest lamp post. 
Hendricks was about thirty-five years of 
age, single, and had been from the states 
about one vear, All is excitement bere.
